Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-57 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art taken 
alone or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the limitations of the claims, in such a 
manner that a rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103 would be proper. The prior art fails to teach a 
combination of all the claimed features as presented in independent claims 1, 9, 20, 35, 44, 50, 
56 and 57, wherein the claimed invention comprises a wearable display system having a 
binocular or monocular structure with at least one waveguide, a plurality of gratings to diffract 
the signal and at least one magnifying lens, as claimed.
